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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The application filed October 3, 2003 is presented for examination and claims 1- 
19 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1-4, 9, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable 
over US Patent # 6.670950 ("Chin et al."). 

Regarding claim 1 , Chin et al. teach a main display unit which displays a main 
operation screen (the main LCD panel Fig.4 (42); a sub-display unit which displays a 
sub-operation screen (the auxiliary LCD panel Fig.4 (48); and means for displaying a 
moving-image playback picture displayed on the main display unit and on the sub- 
display unit (a video image is identically displayed on both screens 42a and 48a of the 
main LCD panel (42) and the auxiliary LCD panel (48)) where is it inherent for any 
display to display a moving image. 

Regarding claim 2, Chin et al. teach the sub-display unit has a touch screen 
including a tablet, the touch screen displaying the sub-operation screen to enable touch 
operation (the auxiliary LCD panel Fig.4 (48) having a touch screen 48a which is 
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mounted upon the body (44)). 

Regarding claim 3, Chin et al. teach the means for displaying the moving-image 
playback picture includes means for carrying out display control inherent of the sub- 
display unit to generate a frame of a moving image to be displayed on the sub-display 
unit and display the moving-image playback picture on the sub-display unit (a video 
image is identically displayed on both screens 42a and 48a of the main LCD panel (42) 
and the auxiliary LCD panel (48)) where is It inherent for any display to display a moving 
image. 

Regarding claim 4, Chin et al. teach the means for displaying the moving-Image 
playback picture includes means for switching the display of the moving-image playback 
picture on the main display unit to that on the sub-display unit (the first switch 93 
provides a current path for supplying LCD driving power from the power supply 91 to an 
LCD 42b for screen 42a of the main LCD panel 42. The first DC/AC inverter 92 inverts 
DC power supplied from the power supply 91 into AC power that is suitable for a back 
light 42c of the main LCD panel 42. The second switch 95 provides a current path for 
supplying LCD driving power to the LCD 48b of the auxiliary LCD panel 48 (column 7, 
lines 21-29)). 

Regarding claim 9, Chin et al. teach a main display unit which displays a main 
operation screen capable of mouse pointer operation (the main LCD panel Fig.4 (42) 
with a mouse pointer (50); a sub-display unit which displays a sub-operation screen 
capable of a predetemriined operation (the auxiliary LCD panel Fig.4 (48); and means 
for displaying a picture displayed on the main display unit and on the sub-display unit by 
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a predetermined operation (a video image is identically displayed on both screens 42a 
and 48a of the main LCD panel (42) and the auxiliary LCD panel (48)). 

Regarding claim 13, Chin et al. teach a main display unit which displays a main 
operation screen capable of mouse pointer operation (the main LCD panel Fig.4 (42) 
with a mouse pointer (50); a sub-display unit which displays a sub-operation screen 
capable of a predetermined operation (the auxiliary LCD panel Fig.4 (48); and means 
for displaying a content to be displayed on the main display unit through a 
predetermined operation on the sub-display unit (a video image is identically displayed 
on both screens 42a and 48a of the main LCD panel (42) and the auxiliary LCD panel 
(48)). 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 
3. The following is a quotation of 36 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 

forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US Patent # 6,670.950 ("Chin et al>") in view of US Patent # 6,964,024 ("Marchionda et 
al."). 

Regarding claim 14, Chin et al. fails to teach the means for displaying the content 
to be displayed on the main display unit includes means for controlling stop and start of 
the scroll each time when the screen of the sub-display unit is touched. 
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However, Marchionda et al. teach the touch screen 3 may use scroll bar 70 to 
scroll through the icons on display to select and choose the operator defined image 
reproduction sequence (column 6, lines 58-60) where the scroll bar 70 can be used to 
part of the image that can be seen on the small touch screen (112) and when the user 
touches the scroll bar, it starts to scroll and when the user takes hand off, it stops to 
scroll. 

Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to utilize the scroll bar 70 as taught by Marchionda in the 
display of the portable computer disclosed by Chin et al. because this would allow the 
user to view different portion of the image display. 

Regarding claim 15, Chin et al. fails to teach the means for displaying the content 
to be displayed on the main display unit includes means for displaying character 
infonnation or still image incapable of being displayed on the sub-display unit all at once 
on the sub-display unit such that it can be scrolled. 

However, Marchionda et al. teach the touch screen 3 may use scroll bar 70 to 
scroll through the icons on display to select and choose the operator defined image 
reproduction sequence (column 6, lines 58-60) where the scroll bar 70 can be used to 
part of the image that can be seen on the small touch screen (112). 

Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to utilize the scroll bar 70 as taught by Marchionda in the 
display of the portable computer disclosed by Chin et al. because this would allow the 
user to view different portion of the image display. 
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Regarding claim 16, Chin et al. fails to teach the means for displaying the content 
to be displayed on the main display unit includes means for displaying character 
information or still image displayed on the main display unit such that it can be scrolled. 

However, Marchionda et al. teach the touch screen 3 may use scroll bar 70 to 
scroll through the icons on display to select and choose the operator defined image 
reproduction sequence (column 6, lines 58-60). 

Thus, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the Invention was made to utilize the scroll bar 70 as taught by Marchionda in the 
display of the portable computer disclosed by Chin et al. because this would allow the 
user to view different portion of the image display. 

Regarding claim 17, Marchionda et al. teach the touch screen 3 may use scroll 
bar 70 to scroll through the icons on displav to select and choose the operator defined 
image reproduction sequence (column 6, lines 58-60) where when the user tries to 
scroll up or down, the instruction is from outside of the display corresponding to the 
means for displaying the content to be displayed on the main display unit includes 
means for displaying character infomiation or still image displayed on the sub-display 
unit such that It can be scrolled and means for controlling the scroll following an 
instruction from outside. See the motivation of claim 16. 

Regarding claim 18, Marchionda et al. teach the touch screen 3 may use 
scroll bar 70 to scroll through the icons on displav to select and choose the operator 
defined image reproduction sequence (column 6, lines 58-60) where touch screen can 
be substitute for sub-display with touch screen (1 12) con-esponding to the means for 
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displaying the content to be displayed on the main display unit includes means for 
displaying character information or still Image displayed on the sub-display unit together 
with a scroll bar to control the scroll by touching the scroll bar. See the motivation of 
claim 16. 

Regarding claim 1 9, Marchionda et al. teach the touch screen 3 may use scroll 
bar 70 to scroll through the icons on display to select and choose the operator defined 
image reproduction sequence (column 6, lines 58-60) where the touch bar 70 can be 
used to switch the display range, scroll direction and scroll speed depending on a touch 
operation position of the scroll bar. Seethe motivation of claim 16. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5-8 and 10-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent fomn including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is directed to an information processing. 

Dependent claim 5 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "the means for displaying the 
moving-image playback picture includes means for deciding a remote control signal 
and executing the signal and for controlling the display of the moving-image playback 
picture on the sub-display unit, for switching the display of the moving-image playback 
picture from the sub-display unit to the main display unit". 

Dependent claim 6 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "the means for displaying 
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the moving-image playback picture includes means for fetching moving-image 
playback picture data through communication means and for displaying the moving- 
image playback picture on the sub-display unit on the basis of the moving-image 
playback picture data fetched by the communication means". 

Dependent claim 7 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "the means for 
displaying the moving-image playback picture includes means for, when a different 
moving-image playback picture from in the main display unit is displayed on the sub- 
display unit, stopping a playback output of sound accompanying the playback picture". 

Dependent claim 8 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "the means for 
displaying the moving-image playback picture includes means for reflecting a touch 
operation on the sub-display unit on a picture displayed on the sub-display unit to make 
the picture displayed on the sub-display unit possible to be edited by touch operation 
on the sub-display unit". 

Dependent claim 10 identifies a uniquely distinct feature "the means for 
displaying the picture on the sub-display unit includes means for, when a 
predetermined tap is operated on the operation screen, switching the display of the 
moving-image playback picture on the sub-display unit to that on the main display unit". 

Dependent claim 1 1 identifies a uniquely distinct feature *1he means for 
displaying the picture on the sub-display unit includes means for, when a 
predetermined tap is operated on the operation screen, switching the display of the 
moving-image playback picture on the main display unit to that on the sub-display unit". 

Dependent claim 12 identifies a uniquely distinct feature " the means for 
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displaying the picture on the sub-display unit includes means for, when a 
predetermined tap is operated on the operation screen, exchanging a moving-image 
playback picture displayed on the main display unit with a moving-image playback 
picture displayed on the sub-display unit. 

The closest arts, Chin et al., and Marchionda et al. as discussed above, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations 
obvious.
